WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—{Exclusive 


took another step today in its war- 
fare against trusts. It has seized 
trust goods in interstate traffic. 
Acting under orders from the Attor- 
ney-General, a $7000 shipment of leaf 
tobacco consigned from Durham, N. C., 
to the British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany of Great Britain, has been at- 
tached on the dock at Norfolk. The 
action was taken by invoking section 
6 of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
which authorizes the seizure and con- 
demnation by the government of prop- 
erty of any trust, whether in inter- 
state or foreign commerce. 

This. is the first time the section 
has ever been enforced, but it is un- 
derstood that similar action may be 
taken against the products of other 
trusts. 

The government charges that ne- 
third of the $30,000,000 capital of the 
British-American company is held by 
the Imperial Tobacco Company and the 
balance by the American Tobacco 
Company. The government further 
charges that the British-American 
company has been created for the es- 
pecial purpose of defeating and violat- 
ing the laws of the United States and, 
that while its personal office is in 
London, the chairman of the board of 
managers is an officer of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, against which 
suit for its dissolution is pending.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT GETS A 
GREAT WELCOME. 
President Passes Through Princi- 
pal Streets of Historic Old South- 
ern City to National Cemetery. 
Shakes Hands with Union and 

Confederate Veterans.

VICKSBURG (Miss.) Oct. 21.—After 
a fortnight spent in the canebrakes, 
and looking bronzed , Vigorous, 
President Roosevelt paid a fiying visit 
to Vicksburg this afternoon. 

The President arrived at Delta, just 
across the river, at 1 o’clock p.m. He 
was met by the steamboat Belle of the 
Bends, with a reception committee of 
100 representative citizens on board. 

The President immediately_embarked, 
and, followed by a dozen boats, yachts 
and other craft, made his entry Into 
the city. The biuffs overlooking the 
river were lined with people, who gave 
the Chief Executive a hearty and noisy 
welcome. 
President Roosevelt entered the for- 
ward carriage, and with Mayor Grif- 
fith and Stephen D. Lee, headed the 
parade which passed through the prin- 
cipal streets to the National Cemetery. 
The streets were densely packed with 


people, who cheered the dent at 
every opportunity. 
At the corner of Che and Clay 


streets, the procession was halted. and 
Gen. Lee, commander-in-chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, told the 
President that several hundred Union 
and Confederate veterans stood before 
him, and desired that the Chief Execu- 
tive should meet the old warriors. The 
President arose in his carriage and cor- 
dially shook hands with the old sol- 
diers. 

Arriving at the National Cemetery, 
the President's party drove slowly 
through the burying grounds, the Pres- 
ident evincing a lively interest in the 
historic place. 

From the cemetery the party drove 
to the Courthouse square, where an im- 
mense crowd had gathered to hear the 
speech-makigg. President Roosevelt 
was introduced by Congressman John 
Sharp Williams. When the President 
arose to reply, the big crowd accorded 
him a noisy demonstrtaion that lasted 
several minutes. 
Immediately after closing his address 
the President and party were rapidly 
driven to the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley Railroad station, where a spe- 
cial train stood in waiting. At 580 
o'clock p.m. the train pulled out for 
Memphis.

Following the action of the National, 
there was a conference of the directors 
of the Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
at an uptown hotel. It was reported 
that Charles T. Barney, president of 
the Knickerbocker, placed his resigna- 
tion in the hands of the directors, whe 
at once decided upon Foster Higgins 
to succeed him. 

A director of the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company, at the close of the meeting, 
stated that the trust companies of New 
York had agreed to stand by the 
Knickerbocker and were ready to en- 
tend aid to the amount of $10,000,000 if 
it were required.

NOT SEEKING FOR AID. 
While there was said to have been 
some discussion between the clear- 
inghouse commatee and the officers 
of the latter bank as to the necessity 
of giving it any support it was not 
found necessary to do so and W- 
liam F. Havemeyer, the new presi- 
dent of the Institution, declared that 
the Bank of North America had not 
and would not ask one dollar's aid 
from the clearinghouse. 

“The situation,” Mr. Havemeyer 
said, “is really far better than we ex- 
pected. So far only about $150,000 
has been withdrawn. When the bank 
opened this morning we had a mil- 
lion dollars on hand to pay all comers, 
but only a small portion was used.” 
The fact that the clearinghouse com- 
mittee regards the situation as still 
serious was shown by the remark of 
a member of the committee that the 
Mercantile bank’s debit balance was 
“unexpectedly iarge and disconcert- 
ing.“ 
The committee remained in session 
the greater part of the day, discussing 
a general plan of policy with regard to 
assisting such banks as might need 
help. After the committee had ad- 
journed for the day, James T. Wood- 
ward, president of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank, and chairman of the com-.

SACRIFICES HIS SAND. 

When Isle de France was somewhere 
over University City she began to 
drop most alarmingly. Indeed, the tri- 
color lay sq low that it seemed the car 
might try to knock off some towering 
spire. So M. Leblanc sacrificed some of 
his precious sand. It was a curious 
sight, for though a mile away, the 
sand could be seen filtering down in a 
silver stream. Then La Belle France 
took heart and danced away in the 
wake of the United States. . 

The Anjou lly started twice. She 
got away on the wrong foot first time, 
as one pretty girl in a neat riding cos- 
tume expressed it, and when five feet 
up they hauled her back, shifted the 
sand bags, and she went up famously. 
LEAPS INTO TH® AIR. 


The big German bag Pommern was 
first to start. The Pommern was 
lightened by but ten of its sand bags, 
and floated for a few minutes just 
above the ground. A half-score of 
men kept a tight grasp on the basket 
to steady it. The Pommern’'s pilot 
gave the word to cast off. The big 


leap into the air, the band played, 
shouts came from the multitude and 
the eventful race was on. The ten 
sand bags taken on the Pommern’s 
flight clung to the outside of her bas- 
ket like so many leeches.

FOLLOWS THE POMMERN. 

The United States, the first of the 
American representatives to get away, 
was pushed into starting position just 
after the Pommern had cleared the 
ground.

Lahm made his 
victorious ascent last year and the 
first sight of the a#ronautic vessel 
called forth a spontaneous cheer. 

The' balloon was away on the instant 
of 4:05 o'clock, and was cheered until 
the oecupants of the basket were out 
of range. The United States swept 
at a low level, and barely cleared 
some atubby trees in the enclosure. 

LiIsie de France, the first of the 
French contestants to get under way, 
and regarded as one of the most 
likely balloons in the race, was third 
to get the starter's word, and took 
a course just above that followed by 
the United States. 

The Dusseldorf, another of the Ger- 
man contestants, was fourth away, 
and followed the Pommern to higher 
altitude, where they were joined later 
by the Abercron, the last of the Ger- 
man trio, and the smallest balicon 
in the race. 

The only, English balloon, the Lotus 
II. went up without a hitch. 

AMERICA HAS A CLOSE CALL. 

The first excitement attending pos- 
sible mishap did not come until the 
start of the America, sailed by J. C. 
McCoy and Capt. C. DeF.. Chandler. 
When released, the America stood sta- 
tionary for several Minutes, and then 
glided off directly toward the big 
grand stand erected at the edge of 
the starting point. Their efférts to 
acknowledge the demonstrations in 
their honor caused the aé@ronauts to 
lose sight of their danger until shouts 
went up from the. crowded stand. 
Then Chandler reaehed for the bag, 
and was about to heave it overboard, 
when a gust of wind swept the bas- 
ket clear of the dodging heads of the 
alarmed people.’ 

This excitement was repeated with 
the ascent of the St. Louis. The 
Americans were eager to keep as near 
the earth as possible, and it was this 
desire which nearly caused disaster. 
The St. Louis moved so threateningly 
toward the stand that it Was recap- 
tured when two feet above the ground 
and quickly dragged back for a new 
higher start. The pilot of the St. Louis, 
Alan P. Hawley, had stowed all his bal- 
last inside of his basket, and it was said 
to be due to this that the new start 
was decided upon, rather than at- 
tempting to lighten the car.

It siowly circled low 
over the grounds, then sailed directly 
toward the German balloon Pommern, 
occupied by Oscar Erbsloh a his 
alfe, Prof. H. M. Clayton of Harvard, 
and bumping against the big bag, as- 
‘cented toward the northwest. 

“It's a good omen,” declared the 
German contingent, and they seemed 
to work the harder to get their bal- 
loon off at the proper moment. The 
Americans in the grand stand and all 
about the grounds gave a mighty shout 
when a snow-white pigeon, just before 
the start. alighted on the top of the 
balloon St. Louis, in which Hawley 
and Post, representing the United 
States, were ready to sail. The pigeon 
remained on top of the craft even 
when it was being shifted 100 yards 
and until it swung out from its moor- 
ing, and with six of its mates following 
the balloon for more than fifty yards. 

“OLD GLORY” THERE. 

One of the balloons is the same which 
carried Lieut. Lahm to victory in 
France of September 3, 1906, the United 
States, an American entry. In the pi- 
lot's seat of this balloon sits Maj. Henry 
B. Hersey. a Kentuckian, and an aero- 
naut of world-wide fame, and the head

A brilliant moon is shining througch- 
out the Middle West and conditions 
seem good for a_ record-breaking 
fight. A stiffer wind would have been 
more welcome to the eccupants of 
the wicker cars, which hung like tiny 
specks beneath the great globular bags 
but the five-mile breeze of the lower 
air strata gave promise of a splendid 
racing curent in the higher altitudes. 
The Germans, acting upon this the- 
ory, reached for the higher courses 
right at the start. The French and 


‘English aé#ronauts were more con- 


servative and selected a middle depth, 
while the Americans racéd away at 
an altitude which seemed to take 


tops, So low, in fact, did two of the 
American teams balance their cars 
that there was grave danger of the 
baskets raking a crowded grand stand, 
and intense excitement prevailed. 
The St. Louis, one of the largest 
balloons in the race, came so close 
to the stand that it was seized by 
a squad of soldiers, swept back to 4 
safer point and sent away two min- 
ues after the official word to go was 
given. 
In the big race there are three bal- 
loons representing America; three rep- 
resenting Germany; two for France, 
and one for England. ; 
The basket of each balloon contains 
two occupants, the pilot and his aide. 
With a prospect of the breeze hold- 
ing to the southeast, and south, many 
predictions were made tonight that 
the final landing place of the winning 
balloon would be in Minnesota, or one 
of the Dakotas. Others held the opin- 
ion that the upper current would send 
the crafts further to the east, to find 
a place of descent out on Lake Michi- 
an. 
4 The records of the race established 
last year by Lieut. Lahm of the United 
States, a fight from Paris to Fiying- 
dale, in the north of England, 492 miles 
is confidently expected to be exceeded 
by each contestant in today’s race. 
The start was spectacular in the ex- 
treme and was witnessed by a throng 
gathered in Forest Park, variously es- 
timated at from 60,000 to 159,000 per- 


sons. 
UNIQUE SCENE. 

The scenes attending the watching 
of the start, and the preparations of 
the race were unique in American his- 
tory. 

The day was brilliant with a touch 
of autumn chill in the air. In the en- 
closure of Forest Park, given over to 
the aéronauts, the nine balloons were 
arranged in two rows, five being on 
one side of the central lane and four 
on the other. 

For four hours before the starting 
hour gas was pumped simultaneously 
into eacn bag from a skeleton of es- 
pecially constructed pipes, leading 
from a gas tank in which was stored 
3,200,090 cubic feet of the lightest coul 
gas thet, acoording to the aéronauts, 
has ever been manufactured. When 
half filled, each balloon resembled the 
rounced cover to some giant cauldron. 

Over each half globe was thrown the 
webbing which was to support the das- 
kets and their occupants, 1 to 
the meshes of the webbing and holding 
the balloons safely to the ground were 
a number of green . The balloons 
remained half filled until an hour be- 
fore the race, when the gas was turned 
on full force from the huge main,’ 
and the begs expanded to their round-. 
ed fullness. 

None, of the balloons is fitted with 
dirigible devices and the contest will be 
throughout a test of the skill of the 
navigators in taking advantage of the 
air currents as they are encountered 
and in handling the ballast to the best 
advantage. 

As the halloons received their full 
charges of gas the clinging sand bags 
were lowered, mesh by mesh, until at 
last they rested in groups of four and 
five, and long ropes leading from web- 
bing to basket ring. Carefully watched 
by two score of helpers, each balloon 
was allowe.™to ascend enough to draw 
these bags close to the sides of the bas- 
kets where they remained une the 
word to start was imminent. Then 
enough of he ballast was lifted off to 
ailow the balloons to float a foot or so 
ahove the ground. At the last word 
all restraining hards were removed 
and each halloon in turn rose gently to 
meet the breeze. and the race was on. 

THE START. 

The German balloon Pommern, No. 
1, ascended at 4 o'clock pm., inaugu- 
rating the second international aéro- 
nautic cup contest. The other eight 
balloons ‘followed at about five minutes’ 
intervals. 

The Pommern floated away on the 
gentle breeze almost due north. The 
band played the German national air 
as the big bag ascended. 

The American balloon United States, 
No. 3, was sent away at 4:05 o'clock 
p.m. amid great cheering. By the time 
the United States was in the air the 
Pommern had struck a current which 
took her off to the westward. 

The French balloon L Island de 
France, No. 4, ascended at 4:11 o'clock 


p.m.

Twenty-five Milliens Expended An- 

nually by Race Goers—Most of 

it in Wagers. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Some idea of 
the magnitude of horse racing in 
America is gained from a tabulated 
record of the winnings of the thirty 
leading owners, made public today. 

The grand total is $1,706,881. This in 
itself would be a great sum, but it 
only represents a very small number 
of horse-owners that have won money 
on the turf since January 1 to Oc- 
tober 19. In the aggregate the win- 
nings of all owners reaches $5,000,000. 
This sum represents only the amount 
paid out by racing associations, to 
owners.

Structural iron and Steel Arrives and 
First Beams Are Reared on 
Postoffice Site. 5 

The first steel beams for the new Fed - 
eral building were placed yesterday. 
A consignment of structural iron will 
arrive today, and another is on the way. 
In spite of this sudden activity there is 
no promise, however, that work will 
be rushed at present. Postmaster Flint 
yesterday d he cannot hazard 
a guess when great structure will 
be completed. 

Delay has succeeded delay, since the 
work of excavation was begun. Now, 
with the heavy iron bases in place an 
opportunity has been made for the 
structural iron men to work. A crew 
was engaged in placing the heavy 
beams in position yesterday, but com- 
paratively few men could work be- 
cause of the dearth of material. 

An extra delay af three months has 
been occasioned by the alteration of 
the original plans which ‘insures. an 
added expense of $50,000. The Main- 
street elevation will be eighteen feet 
nearer the street in the revised plan.
